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THE GERMAN HAMSTORY 


by Gerhard Jacoby, DL3ME 


German amateur radio began about 1924, delayed by policies 
of the German Ministry for Postal Services. First licenses 
were issued to universities and scientific institutes. In 
1926 individuals were issued licenses EK---and, in 1927 the 
D4--- calls with two letter suffixes came from the German 
Radio Club - then DASD - formally based on the so-called 
“Audio YVersuchs-Erlaubnis"' an experimenters license which, 
however, was not exactly a license for amateur traffic. 
Since 1933 individual licenses with a D4 plus three letter 
suffix were granted. Membership in the DASD was compulsory 
except for members of the Reichswehr, the Armed Forces. In 
1939 all licenses were made invalice, however, some war 
licenses were issued. 


In 1945 all licenses became invaljd again by order of the 
occupational forces. Possession and/or use of reception & 
transmission gear stood under penalty of death. Hamming 
was not easily suppressed. Since 1947 DA stations appeared 
on the air, a clandestine callsign with DAl~9 and a two 
letter suffix. Issuance by some unknown source worked well 
and was more or less sanctioned by the Western Allies and 
German authorities. Ham radio clubs were formed in the new 
countries of West Germany which came together In Bad Homburg 
tn 1950, to unite in the still existing "Deutscher Amateur 
Radio Club: (DARC), All DA stations went off the alr await- 
ing new regulations. 


Under the March 14, 1949 law, licensing began. First 
licenses issued were DL], 3, 6 and 9; then DJI-B, DKI-o 
followed by a two-letter suffix. DL2, 4 & 5 were assigned 
to French, US & UK forces in Germany, DL7 was issued in 
West Berlin and DL8 to the Saar Territory which, under 
French administration, Issued the callsign 984. DLO was 
reserved for club stations. Class A was the beginners li- 
cense with 50 watts Input; Class B covered most of the 
possible activities with input power of 150 watts. RTTY & 
SSTV and 160 meters needed special licenses. 


With the growing use of two meters FM and possibility of 
getting cheap taxi gear easily converted to two meters, 
pressure became strong for a code-less license for opera~ 
tion above 144 MHz. Thus, Class C licenses came into being. 
After passing a technical exam, DCI-@ calls were issued with 
two letter suffixes. There was only nominal opposition to 
a code-less license. Two meter and 70 cm repeaters supplied 
all of West Germany with a new means of communication. Re- 
peater jamming and unlawful interference was and is still a 
common thing in certain areas, mostly on two meters, but it 
happens on 80 meters too. 

In 1980-1982, the rules were again changed. The follow- 
ing prefixes were reserved as listed: 


DAl & 4 with 2-letter suffixes to foreign armed forces. 


DBI-9 Code-less Class C license above 144 MHz, 150 W. 

DBd Repeater, identification in code 

DCI-9 Class C (DCBFA-JZ foreign not in armed forces "'C'" 

DDI-6 Class C (DD5 AA-DD 5 ZZ to foreign licensees 

DFI-9 Class B, DF Club stations, Class 8, 750 W output 
10, 18 and 24 MHz, 75 W, CW only. 

DGI-B Class C 

DHI-@ Class A, 150 W, 3.52-3.70; 21.09-21.15; 28.00-

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THE NO-CODE LICENSE 
THOUGHTS OF AN OLDTIMER ABOUT AN UNPOPULAR ISSUE 


The following material has been prepared by QCWA DIRECTOR, 
Gerhard Jacoby, DL3ME, who has been an amateur radioman in 
Europe for many years. He writes of his observations and 
experiences in connection with no-code licenses which have 
been a way of life in Europe for many years. ne 


If you have read my article about "German Ham Story!! you 
will find that some 40,000 individual licenses have been 
issued in West German, of which about 40% are "'C'' licenses~ 
(no code). Our experience shows that there is a steady 
flow from this "C' licensed group to the higher grades of 
license. Statistically, 90% of our hams begin in the ''c!' 
license class and in a few years (typically 2 or 3) pass 
the code examination and become fully licensed hams. As 
far as | know, the situation is alike in all European coun- 
tries which issue no-code licenses. 


When the Class ''C'! licensing started in Germany there was 
opposition from many oldtimers...in general these were hams 
opposed to any change of existing rules and especially op- 
posed to too much growth of the ham population altogether! 
As it has worked out, the newcomers with a no-code IIcense 
(above 144 MHz) proved to become a very valuable part of 
the ham fraternity in Europe and the few who came from the 
"CB! side very fast learned how to behave, In many cases 
the guidance came not from the old-timers, but from other 
norcode licensees. Today ''C'' licensees are good members of 
the German Radio Club (DARC), eligible to all club offices 
and a steady flowing stream Is enlarging the fast growing 
group of Class A and B (code) hams. | have spoken to many 
of the class C people and have heard their conversations on 
the repeaters, Nine out of ten were preparing to pass the 
code exam and most of the succeed sooner or later.

The reason for this development 
also for the U.S. is that you get 
just communicating via a repeater or with simplex just 
around the corner. The occasions when one can work DX with 
SSB on 2 meters are rare, even though you can work several 
countries in Europe. The longing for the "'real thing'', to 
work DX and talk to friends all over the world becomes a 
very strong thing and finally you decide to pass the code 
exam, whatever homework may be necessary and regardless of 
how much time you must spend to enter that new region of 
ham activity 


While in the US, | have learned that a "'no-code'’ license 
may become a reality. From my experience in Europe, | 
would recommend: that it might be worthwhile not to oppose 
such a move, but to try to guide It into right channels: 


Point 1. No-code licensees should be issued special 
call signs which will ‘identify them to all. 

Point 2. Limit no-code licensees operating power to a 
low value, giving them an added Incentive to 
obtain higher grades of license. 

Point 3. Limit activies of ''no code" licenses to 
certain bands 

Point 4. Permit them to operate and use repeaters 


in the bands authorized for no-code licensees 


| have heard that another good reason for no-code hams 
might be to have them populate the rarely used 220 MHz band, 
preserving it for amateur use....we don't have it in Europe. 


The opinions herein are my own - based on experience in 
my Country with no-code licenses.

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WIRELESS BETWEEN THE WARS 


BY KEITH STREET, G3DKS 
PART VI 


In Part I of this series, I mentioned the "High Power 
Wireless Station" at Ismailia in Egypt, and I thought it 
might be of interest to relate a few experiences there in 
the middle 1930's. This station was an important link in 
the Royal Air Force "Intercommand" network, which employed 
some 7 stations spread from England to Hong Kong, all oper- 
ating 7 days per week, 24 hours per day. 


Upon arrival at Ismailia, on what appeared a freezingly 
cold Christmas Eve to one who had been living for several 
years within a few miles of the Equator, at Singapore, I 
was assigned to the large transmitting station, situated on 
the east bank of the Suez Canal, across which 100-metre 
waterway we swam each morning at sunrise when not on watch, 
by tradition, and despite often not feeling at all so 
inclined! 


This station had several large transmitters of some 10- 
20Kw R.F. output, and a larger number of "local pattern" 
(i.e, homebrew) 500 watt to 1Kw rigs, with of course a 
quite extensive antenna farm. These were all "short wave" 
(about 1.5 to 25Mhz) CW transmitters, and there was also a 
separate "long wave station" with a huge LF/MF transmitter 
feeding some 80 amps of RF into an immense "cage" or 
"Sausage" antenna, on 800-foot wooden lattice masts. These 
last were overdue for replacement, but in the meantime were 
used for "initiation rites" for new arrivals like me, 
First, one was given a tour of the station, followed by a 
short beer-drinking contest, and then "invited" to climb 
the nearest wooden mast "to inspect the insulators". Since 
these masts swayed about 30 feet at their tops in the 
slightest breeze, creaking and groaning mournfully the 
while, this was an experience not often or willingly to be 
repeated. 


These wooden masts were replaced shortly after my arrival 
by stout steel towers some 350 feet in height, and their 
lowering by the chief rigger (naturally an ex-Navy man) was 
a sight to see. He simply wet his finger to see which way 
the wind blew, and then cast off the up-wind guys. The 
mast fell with a almighty crash on the desert sand, smash- 
ing into thousands of fragments of rotten, 25-year old wood. 


Now we needed a new initiation tool (the steel towers 
were thought too tame), so our thoughts turned to the big 
T-28 Navy-type transmitter, which had a 15000-volt H.T. 
supply, provided by a large transformer, a row of huge 
bright-emitter diodes and big condensers in oil tanks, all 
enclosed in a safety cage with door switches which opened 
the primary circuit. This lethal chamber also contained 
relays with large carbon contacts, which from time to time 
stuck in the open position; and the trick was to enter the 
cage, close the safety door behind you, crawl along the 
floor and strike the relay smartly with a broom to make it 
operate. Then you had to get out without touching any- 
thing hot - and everything was! To encourage the newcomer 
in this endeavour (almost a daily experience for us), some 
genius stood an old pair of tennis shoes on the linoleum 
inside the cage, and burnt them into the floor with a 
blow-lamp. We would then lead the innocent to the door, 
shake our heads sadly, and say "Poor Harry, that's all 
that was left of him", before shutting the new boy in the 
cage. 


The antenna farm was extensive, since the real estate 
surrounding us was desert; and there was an aerial cut for 
every one of the 30 or so frequencies which we used, each 
aerial fed by 600-ohm feeders of 12-gauge copper wire. All 
the feeders came into the large attic of the transmitting 
building, and by a complicated system of inter-connection, 
each could be connected to the transmitter in use for that 
frequency. The attic too, was a dangerous place to be, 
since one could never tell when an operator at the distant 
receiving station some five miles away would switch to 
transmit and send a few Kw of RF burns your way.

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IN MEMORY OF OUR FRIENDS 


Not very many people know that several early day radio 
amateurs are responsible for the media message seen and 
heard on TV, which claims; "The quality goes in before the 
name goes on." The fact of the matter is that the company 
name originated from a ham station call letters 9ZN, which 
evolved into the Zenith Radio Corporation, still based in 
Chicago. 


The amteur call sign used to belong to Ralph Howard Groves 
Mathews, who also held 9IK in 1916 when he was the Traffic 
Manager of the American Radio Relay League (ARRL) trunk 
line system of amateur spark transmitters from coast to 
coast. 


"Matty" became a silent key July 3, 1982, at age 86, in 
ic, Jalisco, Mexico. Curiously, no one seems to have 
had his obituary written, at least around Chicago where he 
spend the greater part of his life, Because Matty and 
Betty (his wife since 1936) had been in Chicago in 1979 to 
attend the Quarter Century Wireless Association Convention 
as honored guests, we became acquainted, Last Christmas we 
received a response to our greeting card saying that R.H.G. 
Mathews, former Commander, U.S. Naval Reserve, Marketing 
executive and radio engineer had been buried in July with 
military honors at the Sam Houston National Cemetery, in 
Texas, following a brief illness. 


After attending Armour Institute of Technology he became 
chief engineer and partner in the Chicago Radio Laboratory 
from 1919 to 1922, working with Karl Hassel, ex-W9PXW. In 
1922 he became the chief engineer i/c broadcasting station 
and sales promotion. From 1926. to 1929 he was vice presi- 
dent with the American Broadcasting Company. A lengthy 
list of other positions is shown in the “International Year 
Book and Statesmen's Whose Who" (1982) which is printed in 
England. 


Mr. Mathews was a Senior Member of the IEEE, of the De 
forest Pioneers, ETa Kappa Nu, Chairman of the umpire com- 
mittee of the American Badminton Association as well as a 
past Vice President of the Chicago Tennis Association. 
Military societies included the American Legion, Military 
Order of World Wars (Past State Commander) and past presi- 
dent of the Lake Chapala (Mexico Chapter) of the Naval Re- 
serve Association. He had served as Lieutenant (jg) and 
Lieut.-Commander U.S. Navy 1918-1921; USNR, 1949-1957; re- 
tired in 1957. 


We are indebted to the courteous response and cooperation 
of Eric G. Shalkhauser, W9CI, of Washington, IL, for making 
it possible to assemble this material. 'Shaw" knows this 
spark era better than a book because he lived it. 


For benefit of present and former commercial wireless ops 
RHG Mathews worked for the Marconi Company, during sumers, 
apparently on Great Lakes steamers. His ham set was on 425 
meters and could contact both coasts at a time when DX was 
40 miles. 

Spark of course is illegal now and if used would wipe out 
all TV pictures in the neighborhood, including Zenith's. 
This report brings to mind a not too old remark by the late 
General MacArthur, that

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THE K5RW BUG COLLECTION PART III 


Perhaps you would like to relive your youth. Maybe you 
like to study the relics of yesteryear. Or maybe, like me, 
you are just a nut for an old key. Whatever the reason, you 
have given thought to starting a collection. 


The job of a collector is really two jobs in one. First, 
you look for old keys to add to your collection. Second, 
you look for information on old keys so that you will know 
what you have, and what you want to look for. We can add 
a third, if you are interested in the lives of the people 
and the technical details associated with the keys in your 
collection. 


A beginners primary objective 1s to find keys for his 
collection. The obvious method is to make all the hamfests 
swapfests and flea markets. You will almost always find 
some sort of old key. Get there early. Otherwise the meat 
will be picked over. The early bird gets the worm! 


For every key that you see on a flea market table, there 
are dozens more at home in garages, closets and attics... 
Let the people know that you are looking for old keys. Ask 
"Do you have any old keys?'' Some will say yes, and you 
wil] have a lead, | wear a large nametag that says, 
"| COLLECT OLD TELEGRAPH KEYS AND BUGS. DO YOU HAVE ONE?!" 
It works! The first time I wore this badge, a fellow stop- 
ped me and said, "I've got an old junk bug." | followed 
him home and came back with one of the nicer pieces in my 
collection for ten bucks. 


Often | will set up a booth of my own. Some of my spare 
keys are displayed on the table. The keys never faill to 
attract attention. You meet some interesting people, meet 
other collectors and turn up good, leads, all at the same 
time. Talk it up among your buddies at the local ham-club. 
One or two will have a key for you. Once the locals find 
out you are serious about collecting, they will be on the 
lookout for you. I've gotten some good leads from some of 
my non-collecting friends that saw or heard about an old 
key. 


Mention your side hobby in your QSOs. You never know who 
is listening that might have a real juicy item. Put an ad 
on the local radio store bulletin board. Mention your hob- 
by to co-workers and to neighbors. Put "'key collector" on 
your QSL card. There are hundreds of thousands of old keys 
waiting to be discovered. All you have to do.is get word 
to the person that has one hidden away. KEYS DO NOT SUR- 
FACE BY THEMSELVES. YOU HAVE TO FLUSH THEM OUT. Talk to 
other collectors. They have dozens of leads running around 
in their heads. They will gladly give you a tip on some- 
thing they are not interested in. Experienced collectors 
usually have duplicates for trade...or they might have a 
nice key that does fit In their special area of collecting. 


One of the long shots that sometimes pays off is the 
local antique shows and general flea-markets. It's a nice 
way to look for old keys while your spouse sees something 
of interest. While I'm looking for wireless artifacts, my 
wife is look for antique kitchen implements. 


The number one problem of collectors is reference mater- 
ial. The only treatise on the subject of old keys is a 
series of short articles in the Antique Radio Club of Amer- 
ica Gazette.! Besides the Gazette series, one must dig for 
his own material. Old ads are the best source. QST and 
other radio magazines are a good place to start. The local 
library will also have patent information for the numbers 
shown on the key. Also try the library for professional 
telegraph and radio telegraph journals.” 


If you are interested in the history of wire and wireless 
telegraphy you will want to join the Morse Telegraph Club? 
and the Society of Wireless Pioneers." The MTC is dedica- 
ted to preserving the history of landline telegraphy. Dots 
and Dashes, the quarterly bulletin, has interesting and 
personal articles on the history of the telegraph. The 
SOWP is dedicated to preserving the history of wireless 
communications, especially early wireless telegraphy. 
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The 


NEAL MC EWEN 


Sparks Journal, a publication of SOWP, is historically 
excellent and very interesting reading for any wireless 
buff. Who doesn't get excited when seeing pictures of the 
big spark rigs at one of the old coastal stations? 


One of the most frequent questions asked by beginning 
collectors is, "what should | pay for an old key?! This is 
a difficult question to answer. There are no professional 
dealers. There are not many collectors. So a market has 
not been established. Basically, it boils down to whatever 
makes the buyer and seller happy. Luckily, most flea mar- 
ket keys are reasonably priced. Initially, let your pocket 
book and your appetite for old keys be your guide. Then, 
as you gain experience, you will establish your own guide- 
lines. 


Fair warning....once the collecting bug bites, you will 
never be the same. . Each key you add to your collection 
will become a friend and source of enjoyment. You will 
wonder where it came from and who used it. Each tidbit 
of information that you turn up will add to your apprecia- 
tion of the keys and the people who used them. The moment 
of glory comes, when after months of searching, the covet- 
ed piece turns up or you find the old timer that knows the 
story that you are looking for, What could be a more ex- 
citing and rewarding side hobby to amateur radio than 
collecting old keys? Good Luck and Good Hunting!!
